The second inaguuration of Woodrow 
Wilson will be noteworthy as he is the 
tirst Democratic President to serve 
two sucieaaiTe ^xie% -the ad- 

ministrations of Andrew Jackson, 
from 1829 to 1837. Two distinct inno- 
vations marked the inaugural exercis- 
es of "Old Hickory." For the first 
time the Preaident elect deHvared his 
inaugural addres.s before the people.

GERMAN WAR COUNCIL 

To Consider the Mnilificatiii 
Of the SiAiMMM 

The British continue their opera- 
tions ayainst the Germana wWh Ba- 

paiimi' their objective. 

Saturd ly night a strong system of 
trenches to the north of Besanoiit- 
Hamel, in the Ancre region, extend- 
ing,' over .1 front of more than three- 
quarters of a mile, was captured and 
215 Germans made prisoners. 

South of the river near Pys, other 
trenches were taken and German it- 
tempts to recapture their lo.st positions 
south of Sailly-Saillisei were frustrat- 
ed by the Britiah guns. 

Elsewhere along the line trench 
raids, bomlKirdments and aerial ac- 
tivity have featured the fighting. 
AUSTRIA.NS CAFTI KK ITALIANS. 

There has been considerable fight^ 
ini; in the Austro-Italian zone and in 
Mesopotamia between the Britiah and 
Tories. 

In the (lori/.ia sector ')f tlie f»>rmer 
theater, the Austrians are reported to 
have entered Italian trenches, inflieted' 
heavy casualties on the defenders and 
captured 665 men. In addition ma- 
chine guns, bomb throwers and much 
war material were taken. Rome ad- 
mits the occupation of small portioM 
of Italian front line trenches in this 
region but says they are beini; kept 
under barra^'e lire b> the Italians. 
ADVANCh IN .MHSOI'OTAMIA 
In .Mesopotamia the Hritish in their 
operations against the Turks have oc- 
cupied a new front of more thaa 
6,000 yards, pushing back the Tnrka, 
for a depth varying from 800 to 1,000 
\ards. 

In the ca.stern theater the Germans 
captured Russian trenches near Sta»T 
islau, in Qalicia, but bterwere forced^ 
to evacuate them, according to Pelr^ 
grad. 

WAR COUNCIL CALLED. 

I'liiiflicial advices are to the effect 
that Emperor William has called aa 
important conference which wiB be 
attended by Dr von ncthm.m'i HolI- 
wci,', the imperial clianeellor and hn;h 
iu-my and navy otficers.

board and Pntf. Stevenson, held 
Wednesday nisht at the prssident's 
home. 

SuperhrtMidsnt Benfley, in his res- 
ignatioB, stated he had not been given 
the consideration due him by certain | 
members of the board in affairs af- 
fecting the school and in particular 
mentioned the presMent of tfw board. 

After investigating the charges 
against Prof. Stevenson the two wom- 
en members voted to sustain him and 
the two male msmbera votad against 
the resolutkMi. 

President Caldwell declined to con- 
sider the resignation at this meeting, 
contending it was ealM for another 
purpose. 

The resignations of Prof. Stevenson 

and Riker are effective at once and 
Superintendent Bentley's by July 1. 

10,000 Indians Ready. 

Salt Lake, Utah, Feb. lli.— In case 
of war between the United States and 
Oermany, 10.000 NavsJo Indians will 
take to tiie war pafli ftor the Oovem- 
ment, aecordini; to a message re- 
ceived in the utbce of Uov.
